4. Identification of existing services (treatment facilities, literature, counseling) which are not presently 
providing assistance sensitive to the needs of the Lesbian/Gay community 
5. Establishing a working relationship with the Pa. Council on Drug and Alcohol Abuse

Lesbian/Gay convention. It will be held in October at the Pittsburgh Holiday Inn. We are seeking suggestions 
for the following:
